The New Chamber of Com- 
merece “On Deck.” 


Earnest and Energetic Officers Chosen 
Yesterday. 


A Lively Contest Over the Secretary- 
ship. 


The Chamber Starts Oat with Mach Inte 
Money in Its Pecket—Two Addit 
Committers Provided For—A Large 
Membersh'p.

The Chamber of Commerce met at the 
rooms of the Board of Trade, yesterday 
afternoon. Maj. E. W. Jones officiated as 
temporary chairman and J. V. Wachtel as 
secretary. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read 
by the secretary. 

Col. H. G. Otis, chairman of the Commit 
tee on Permanent Organization, made a 
supplemental report on the subjects referred 
to the committee at the last meeting. 

The committee reported that it bad in- 
serted in their proper place the several 
amendments to the constitution and by- 
laws made by the chamber at its last meet- 
ing, and that they had caused to be printed 
1000 copies of that instrument, and had 
distributed by mail to business and ‘pro- 
fessional men about 800 copies. ‘The re- 
mainder they had placed in the hands of 
the secretary for the use of the members. 

The committee recommended that. the 
constitution be declared as taking effect on 


that applications for membership at the 
present meeting be first acted upon. Also, 
that such applications for membership be 
referred to a special committee, to be ap- 
puinted by the Chair, with instructions to 
report a3 Soon as practieable, in order that 
the new members admitted might have au 
opportunity to participate in the first elec- 
tion of officers, and also be available for 
appointment in the various standing com- 
mittees, 

Judge Redick moved that the revert of 
the committee be accepted and mont 

After some discussion, arising from Mr. 
Seamans not understanding the purport of 
the committee’s report, the motion to adopt 
was carried unanimously. 

Chairman Jones then announced that in 
accordance with the provisions of the re 
port just adopted, an opportunity would 
now be given to those present who had not 
yet joined to hand im their names, or those 
of others desiring to be made membefs. 
Also for those members who had not yet 
paid their initiation fees to hand them in to, 
the secretary. 

About ten minutes was taken. for this 

rpose, during which the secretary was 

ept 0 tty busy. When all the names had 
been handed in and a good pile of coin had 
accumulated on the secretary’s table, the 
meeting was again called to er. 

The Chairman stated that he would now 
appoint the special committee to pass upon 
the names just handedin. As no number 
had been specified for the committee, he 
would make it consist of seven members. 
He named as such mg oy M. D. John- 
son, J. M. Davies, H. Hiller, D. G. Dexter, 
Thomas A. Lewis, Hervey Lindley and 
‘Milton Thomas. The committee, with Sec- 
retary Wachtel, then took the list of pames 
into a side room to consult, and the cham- 
ber took a recess until their return, 

After an absence of about a quarter of an 
hour, the committee returned, and its chair- 
man presented the report. The committee 
had passed favorably on all the names “—

Seamans moved that the recommenda- 
tion of the committee, that members not 
having paid initiation fees should not be 
allowed to vote, be laid upon the table. 

Col. Dunkleberger opposed the motion, 
and after sume discussion the question was 
put. A large number of ayes were heara, 
abd also a large pbumber of pegatives, 

Before the Chair decided the question, 
Judge Fitzgerald asked that the names of 
O. A. lvers, J. S. Mattman, Fred Harriman 
and Capt. E. B. Johnson be added to the 
list of members. The Committee on New 
Members again retired, and on their return 
recommended their admission, which was 


ne. 

A “all for the decision on Mr. Seaman’s 
motion was then heard, when the Chair, 
who had forgotten ali about it, decided it 
in the affirmative. Coil. Dunkleberger 
kicked, but it was of no avail. 

The report of the Committee on Names of 
Applicants was then adopted, and the com- 
mittee discharged.

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‘A TEN-STRIKE. 
‘JUDGE CHENYY MAKES A RING- 
ING REPUBLICAN SPKEOR. 


The Moet Enthusiastic Gathering of 
the Campaign—Center Shots trom 

 g Master of Khetoric and Oratory 
«~Chairman Osborne's Remarks. 


The monster meeting held at the Pavilion 
a couple of weeks ago was a big one, and 
a good one, but right down in Turnverein 
Hall last nicht. was a meeting which dis- 
counted it for fire and enthusiasm, It was 
not so large, for the hall is notas large as 
the Pavilion, but it was as big as the hall 
would hold,.and lively as eloquence and 
music could make it. If the big meeting 
could be likened to a great Republican Sul- 
livan, the meeting of last night was more 
like Dempsey, the nonpereil never yet de- 


feated. 
The occasion was the first grand rally of 


the Third Ward Republican League. They 
did the thing up in good stvle. The hail 
looked well 


was brilliantly lit and the stage 
with its green scenery and bright. flags. 
The Union League had marched down in a 
body from their headquarters, escorting the 
Third Warders, and delegations from other 
local clubs were present. The City Band 
oecupied the stage, and the Veteran Drum 
Corps, in high white hats, flanked it in the 
parquette, 

The band played some patriotic airs at 
the beginning of the evening, and when 
they got through President Book of the 
Third Ward League advanced to the front 
of the stage. but the drum cerps got their 
work in first and rattled out ‘Yankee 
Doodle” in martial style in a way that 
shook the house with applause. 

President Book then introduced H. Z. 
Osborne as chairman of the evening, who 
made a short and spirited address, which 
was often interrupted with applause. 
Holding up a Harrison badge made of 
American silk by American labor, he hoped 
that, as the campaign was nearing its close, 
each of his auditors would wear their colors 
plain to view and work for gt gute of 
the Republican party. He also dwelt upon 
the Chibese question, and showed the con- 
sistent record of the Republican party in 
opposition to Mongol immigration.

HOUSES OF ILL-FAME, 


The Police Commission Taking Vig- 
orous Measures. — 

The Police Commissioners, at their meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, took the prelim- 
inary steps toward cleaning out the aisrepu- 
table “cribs” on Alamedaand New High 
streets, and at the same time forcing the 
keepers of other houses of ill-repute to con- 
duct their places less openly, so as not to 
shock public decency. When the matter 
was first taken up several weeks ago, Offi- 
cers Bosqui, Auble and Hawley were de- 
tailed to leok up the necessary information 
to prosecute the cases, and secured a list of 
the owners of property on which were lo- 
cated houses of prostitution, and at the same 
time learned the names of the keepers of 
the places. The matter was then laid be- 
fore the City and District Attorneys, and 
the result Was that a formal notice was 
drawn up to be served on the parties, notify- 
ing them of the facts in the case, and or- 
dering them to abate the nuisance 
within three days or _ proceedings 
would be commenced against them under 
the State law. After the meeting of the 
commissioners yesterday afternoon these 
notices were signed by all the members of. 
the board, and will beserved today. Among 
the property owners on the list are several 
highly-respectable citizens, who are thor- 
oughly in accord with the board in this 
matter, and are as anxious as they to have 
the nuisances abated. It is only justice to 
these gentiemen to say that the leases of 
the property were secured by the ‘‘macs” 
through third parties and by misrepresenta- 
tions, and it was not until after the objec- 
tionable houses had been put up did they 
know to what purposes the property was to 
be put. The commissioners seem to be in 
earnest about the matter, and the result 
will be watched with a great dea! of inter- 
est by the law-abiding people of the city. 
lf the cases. are successful, it is: only a 
question of a short time when every ‘‘mac’”’ 
in the place will be driven out.

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST DE- 
TKCTIVE METZLEK. 


He Is Accused by Justice King with 
Accepting a Bribe from a Prisoner 
to Compromise His Case — Other 
Interesting Business. 


The regular weekly ~meeting of the 
Board of Police Commissioners was held 
yesterday afternoon at the Mayor’s office. 
Owing to the lange crowds-which have been 
in the habit of attending the meetings, and 
the discomfort resulting from the over- 
crowding of the rather small room, His 
Honor has enforced the rule of excluding 
all of those who are not present on busi- 
ness, which had a tendency to expedite 
business, and at the same time contributed 
in no small degree to the comfort of tne un- 
fortunates who were on hand from neces- 
sity. Chief Benedict, who is always 
prompt in. his attendance, was the first 
member of the board to put in an appear- 
ance, and was closely followed by Mr. 
Humphreys, when the two retired to the 
private office and closed the door. Mayer 
Workman dropped in about 15 minutes 
late, and shortly after the proceedings 
opened with the reading of the minutes, 
which were approved. 

The matter of the postoffice saloon was 
then taken up, and the Mayor stated that 
there had. been some complaint about the 
saloon at the place. Judge J. D. Reymert 
appeared as counsel for the saloon-keepers, 
and said that they wanted the ladies who 
had-made the complaint to appear befre 
the board and state what improper acts they 
had ever seen. ‘This, he said, was their 
right, and they wanted it. Judge Reymert 
then read the complaint of the ladies of 
the Temperance Union, commenting on it 
as he read. He criticised the ladies severely, 
saying that they should come forward and 
show where any young man had been cor- 
rupted or led into temptation, and they 
should furthermore try to remove the beam 
from their own eyes betore they try to take 
the motes out of their brothers’ optics. He 
said these ladies were every day violating 
the criminal laws of the country, which 
punished lotteries very. severely, and was 

roceeding at further length, when the 

Jayor asked the Judge to be brief, and he 
brought his remarks toa close by asking 
that their accusers be brought before them, 
when they would disprove the charges. 

Justice A.J. King then addressed the 
board, saying he had a small matter to 
bring before it when Judge Reymert had 
concluded. 

Judge Reymert then resumed his re- 
marks, saying that he thought they were 
enticled to have their accusers brought for- 
ward, so that they could answer them. 
Men, he said, had rights, and all they 
wanted were their legai rights, } 

Judge Humphreys then stated that Dr. M. 
Hagan had told him he had not signed the 
petition, nor would he do so. 

Judge Reymert said that Dr. Hagan’s 
ecousent had been obtained, not his signa- 
ture. This matter had been substantiated 


by sworn affidavits. 

Justice A. J. King then stated that one 
Metzier, who is a detective and a police 
officer in the employ of the city, he had 
been informed, had received $28 from a 
man for having a case dismissed in his 
court, When he (Judge King) continued 
the case, he was informed that Metzler had 
paid the party from whom he had received 
the $28, #25 back. The name of his inform- 
ant was John C. Buster. He did not know 
this of his personal knowledge, but he had 
been informed of it, and he thought it was 
his duty as a public officer to report it to the 
board for investigation. 

As soon as Judge King had concluded, he 
was thanked by the board, and an officer 
was sent out for Metzlerand Buster. 

The postoffice saloon matter was again 
taken up, and Chief Benedict said he was 
in favor of revoking the license. Mayor 
Workman said he did not think the saloon 
was to be so prominent in the postoffice. — 

Judge Reymert again addressed the 
board, saying that the women should first 
reform themselves. At their fairs and floral 
exhibits they conducted lotteries in open 
daylight, and were therefore guilty of mis- 
demeanors and could be locked up. ‘The 
Judge continued at considerable length, 
and was very bitter in his denunciation of 
what he called this senseless crusade by a 
number of women, 

Judge Humphreys then stated that the 
way the matter now steod he wou!d second 
the Chief’s motion. 

Judge Reymert said that the board had no 
right to ruin men on account of a senseless 
sentiment that was running like wildfire 
through this community, and he again: pro- 
tested against the revocation, and read the 
Chief’s report on the postofiice saloon mat- 


r. 

There was a dispute as to the report, 
when the Herald reporter stated that he 
had made the copy, and it was literally 


true, 

Clerk Moffett stated that the reporter was 
mistaken, and after a few very warm words 
the matter was dropped. 

On motion the license was then revoked, 
the board stating thatit was done on the 
ground thata mistake had beey made in 
the first instance. 

Judge Reymert then asked that his ob- 
jections be entered on the minutes, and 
their accusers brought before them. 

Judge Reymert was dictating what he 
wanted inseried, when Mr. Hufnphreys and 
Mayor Workman protested, saying that 
they did not propose to have the board mis- 
represented, There was some discussion, 
when the protest was entered on the ground 
that the board had no legal right to revoke 
the license without proof of wrongdoing, 
and the matter was dropped, Judge Rey- 
mert remarking that he would take the 
matter into the courts. 

Several changes of licenses were then 

granted witheut objection, when the appli- 
cation of Jean M. Abadie for a new saloon 
on San Fernando street came up, and he 
was about to be granted a license, when 
Judge Humphreys objected, saying he was 
opposed to granting any licenses over 250 
until he heard from the Council. The 
Chief stated thattwo licenses were to be 
revoked, when Mr. Huinphreys said he 
thought those who had been longest before 
the board should have the first show. The 
miatter was then referred to the Chief for 
investigation. 
- Chief Benedict then moved that the li- 
cense of Layton & Thornton, 192 East First 
street, be revoked, and it was unanimously 
adepted. This is the saloon where the re- 
cent robbery of Green occurred. 

The Mayor. stated that his attention had 
been calied to the Acme saleon, on New 
High and Sonora streets, which was very 
disorderly. Chief Benedict reported to the 
same effect, and the license for the place 
was revoked. 

The case of M. Ryan, who wants to run a 
saloon among the New Hich street “‘eribs,”’ 
came up, and Chiet benedict reported that 
he thought the heense should not be issued. 
Ryan has a permit fora place on San Fer- 
nando street, and that was transferred to 
New High. 

A petition was received from residents 
on Alameda street, saying that Joseph 
Greutz was a good man, and asking that 
his license be hot revoked, His license was 
revoked at the last meeting of the board, 
and the Chief stated that there was no ques- 
tion as to the character of the place, which 
was bad. The matter was referred to the 
Chief for investigation, 

S.C. Foy asked permission to erect a 
lamp postin frontof his store, which was 
referred to the Chief for investigation. 

A petition was also received from the 
Arizona Stone Company, asking to be al- 
lowed toerect a steam stone sawing ma- 
chine on their lot on Keller street. Re- 
ferred to Chief of Fire Department. 

The Metzler matter was then taken up, 
and the Mayor stated that Justice King had 
appeared and stated that John C. Buster 
had told him that he had paid Metler $28 to 
have a case in his court dismissed, and 
when he failed to do this, Metzler had paid 
him back $25. ;

SORKR THROAT, 

Inflammatory action of any kind in the nose 
cog nd extends itself to the throat. From 
the throat each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubes: as these are involved 
supply of air to the lungs becomes gradually 
diminished, tubercles may form and bronchi- 
tis end in consumption. “Sore throat’ is th 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
eases. differing wid ly from each other in 
their nature and treatment. , : 

The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down te the entrance into 
the windpipeand gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or little 
giands, which. in health, secrete the lubricat- 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from the curtain of the palate 
and the tonsi!s. 

ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 

The most simp'e form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucous membrane, re- 
sulting from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with a‘slight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the toncue it slightiy coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days small whitish spots, 
which look tike ulcers, form on the pack of 
the ti roat and about the root of the tongue. 
If the attack be mild, these aphthous points 
disappear at the end of three or four days, but 
when more severe they leave behind them 
su: erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed it is liable to de- 
generate intoa chronic form, and graduall 
develop what is called granular disease, or it 
ma. erdina» abcess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic enlargment of the tonsils and 
elongation of the uvula. 

CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of the throat 
and nose, usually begins with a severe cold, 
and is almost aiways attended with hoarse- 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an origina! dis- 
ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate orean'sm of this part, 
and thence gradual'y journeying onward to 
the lungs. When it occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparatively mild. There may be pan but 
it is more common to find only a sense of tick- 
ling which p ovokes cough. ~ Many complain 
of a sensation as of “something sticking 
there,” to get rid of which they keepupa 
rasping effort to clear the wind-: ipe. h 
voice is always more or less affected, being 
roughin the early stage, but more feeble 
after the disease i8 fully established. There 
is often a slight tenderness over that promi- 
nence of the neck known asthe “Apple of 
Adam” (Pomum Adam), a heat and a sense of 
tightness and frequently some slight diffi- 
culty in swallowing. 

The causes which produce this form of dis- 
ease are various. t arises in clergymen snd 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. The v: cal cords become ex- 
baus and lose their tone from straining 
and overuse. Dustand all irritating matters 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind- 
pipe and produce irritation. It is more often 
a@ mere sequel to sore throat. the inflamma- 
tion. extending down to the larynx by reason 
of the continuity of mucous membrane. 

But from whatever cause it arises it is al- 
ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the- complete destruction cf the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slizht cold. every 
change in the wea her, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the invever- 
acy of its hoid. 

n the other hand chronic laryngitis fre- 
quently occurs asa sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at east very much avgra- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring asa consequence of tuber 
cles, itis one ot the most distressing compli- 
cations and adds greatly tothe patient’s dis- 
tress. In this form there is more or less ul- 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning on the 
lower side and gradually extending upward. 
These ulcers often penetrate through the 
mucous and celiular membranes, involving 
the muscular tissue and not unfrequently at- 
tack the ligaments and cartilages themselves. 

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the tungs, and dependent uvon it, we 
can onlv hope to effecta cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shali more fully con- 
sider, under the head of *Consumption.” 

In addition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liabie to abscesses, to 
warty growtns and to polipi. Under the action 
of long continued irritation the vocal cords 
become :thickened, renderi g the voice husky 
And again, we may have com- 
plete loss of voicefrom palsy ot the cords, 
constituting an - ffection known to the plysi- 
cians by the term of “Aphonia.” Unless the 
remedies are applied to the seat of the disease 
it is useless to try toeffecta cure. It is for 
this reason thar judicious inhealations are suc- 
cessful when all Other means have been tried 


without avail. 
TONSILITIS 


Is an acute inflammation of the tonsils. 
which consists of a collection or mass of 
small mucupus follicles or glands whose office 
is to secrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these giands. 
Tne trouble bexins with a slight soreness 
and Swelling, which gradualiy increases un- 
til the act of swallowing atiended with 
great suttering. 

These giands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, and are found enlarged 
avd very much bardened. In such cases they 
secrete a thin, unhealthy, irritating fluid, 
which is spr. ad over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease, In the throats of many young 
persons these glands are rmanently 480 
large as to re: der respiration exceedingly 
difficult. The defective breathing of children 
thus affected often toccasions contraction of 
the che-t, and lays the foundation for con- 
sumption. The eustachian tubes (the mouths 
of which are just above the palate) are often- 
inflamed. snd partial deafness is the result, 

Many pati-nts suffering from a throat dis- 


ease are dyspeptic, and suffer with depression 


of rpirits So otten dves this symptom pre- 
sent itself that it may almost be regarded as 
one of the peculiarties. Persons thus 
afflicted have usuxlly the dark and dingy look 
of the tace which denotes functional de 
rangement of the liver. Tney sare frequently 
emaciated, nervous, hypochrondriacal irrit- 
able. and often exhausted from other causes, 
in combinatioa with this disease. 


GRANULAR SORE THROAT 


Ig the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is so ca'lea because on loekinginty the throat 
granulations of Various sizes are seen, stud- 
ding the membrane end causing it to appear 
rough and uneven. Sometimes these granu- 
t:ons appear in patehes, but generally they 
are reguinr and distinct. When allow d to 
progress the mucous tollicles of the larynx 
soon become involved, and then we have 
added tothe other symptons a buckiness of 
the voice in speaking or reading a oud, witha 
frequeut effort toclear the w:ndpipe, by which 
a thick, sticky bluis’-co'ored mucous is 
fore-d off with considerable difficulty.

S. F. Pierson, vice-chairman of the 
Trunk-line Association, in a letter written 
to a railroad official and warm personal 
friend, fakes a strong position in favor of 

ls. He writes: “I believe that the feel- 
ng that some form of pooling between rail- 
roads is a necessity for them, and is not 
likely to be harmful to the public, has 
commenced to grow, even outside of rail- 
road circles. The financial restilts of the 
operations of a considerable number of 
Strong western roads during last year made 
a lasting impression upon many people 
here and elsewhere, and unless some means 
can be devised to secure to investors a 
reasonable return upon their capital they 
will in time take effective measures to se- 
cure themselves. The public may in time 
have to choose between traffic pools, which 
exert a temperate and restraining influ- 
ence, and a consolidation of capital and 
centralization of power in the hands ofa 
few companies, Which might be more dan- 
rous to the public interest. There is no 
oubt that if the present law had been sup- 
ste gant by the pooling system it would 
_. bave been much nearer an unmixed bless- 
ing te the country, and muct of. the diffi- 
culty experienced in its execution would 
have been avoided. Pooling contracts 
ought first to be legalized and madeas bind- 
ing Upon railroad companies and executive 
Officers 2s other contracts. This undoubt- 
ely would increase the difficuity of secur- 
ing agreements, and might tend to check 
their number and scope, since railroad wan- 
would consider carefully beforehand 
| the provisions of a contract which they 
would be obliged to fulfil! under legal sanc- 
tion. But the necessity would i 
“pools enough to give stability to rates.”

Boston (Mass. ), Oct. 16.—1t is reported 
on excelient authority that the full measure 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rail- 
road’s financial necessities is $10,000,000, 
This sum will take up the floating debt and 
also meet the indebtedness for new equip- 
ment now in eourse of cunstruction.

A TRAIN’S SPEED.

lth was then that I met Mr. Hall, but we 
were not married until over a year after 
Mr. Ingersoil’s death.

_ASKED TO CONFESS. 


A Former Murder by Anschiag to the 
: Fore. 

Anschlag, the Garden Grove butcher, has 
but few friends left in this world, althoigh 
numerous cranks visit him daily. 

it will be remembered that the murderer 
has been accused of all kinds of things be- 
fore he came to this section of the country. 
He resided in Marysville, Yuba county, just 
before he came down here, and it has been 
charged that he slaughtered a traveling 
partuer shortly after arriving in the State, 
but the crime was never traced to him, 
although a great many believe that he is 
guilty. 

Yesterday the murderer received the fol- 
lowing letter from a friend of his in Marys- 
ville, which was written in German. It 
was translated by a Times representative, 
and reads as follows: 

“MARYSVILLE, Oct. 21, 1888. 
“Mr, Fr'tz Anschlag: A while age I read 
in the newspaper of vour situation and: 
short space of time allotted to you; also 
read last spring that you said that you 
could give information about the disappear- 
ance of Mr. Julius Feng, though you 
said you had nothing to do with the 
killing, but you know something about it. 
“] advise you to confess all you know 
about the affair. I’ve always been friendly 
toward you, and wish that you could live as 
long as possible. There is an opportunity 
to extend you time. . 

“First—If somebody else did do it, then 
fou ought to be spared as a witness, and 
you may gain then two or three years, and 
perhaps reprieve for life, and in time a 
pardon. 

“Second—If yon really did kill Feng 
yourself, they ought to bring you up here 
and give youahearing in Oroville. The 
case may. be postponed then from time to 
tine. 

“We people here do not believe what 
George Steiger or his brother says. Steiger 
tried to put all the blame on you, and en- 
deavored to make you very bad. He says 
that you stole $500 out of Bader’s pocket, 
and several other things. Of course I do 
not believe it. fam sure he has had some- 
thing to do with the disappearance of Mr. 
J. Feng, and told him so myself. 

“I beg of you now to give us any infor- 
mation, if you can, because it is to your 
own benefit; and, agai, it is of no hin- 
drance whatsoever to you, especially in the 
situation you now are. You would confer 
a favor upon us and the colony of Cann- 
Statt.

CLEVELAND (QO), Oct. 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} There is about $450,000 be- 
longing to the city deposited in half a 
dozen banks, but the bondsmen of Ax- 
worthy, the defaulting Treasurer,attacned it, 
and the result is the city is bankrupt. 
Kaufman Hayes, a member of the Council, 
has been placed in charge of the office. At 
present only $8000 is in the city’s vaults. 
When that is paid out the Treasurer’s office 
will be closed for financial repairs. 

The Board of Aldermen, at a special 
meeting tonight, adopted a resolution de- 
claring the office of Treasurer vacant, and 
empowering the Mayor to issue notes of the 
city to the amount of $200,000 to relieve the 
financial embarrassment. Rumors as to 
Axworthy’s whereabouts are still rife, but 
it seems to be seitled that he is in Canada. 
A. B. Conkey, Axworthy’s business mana- 
ger, declares positively that Axworthy was 
not a speculator, as has been asserted. He 
saw all Axworthy’s correspondence, and 
knows that the latter lost no money in 
wheat. 

HIS LAST LOAN. 

Boston, Oct. 24.—In regard to a report in 
Cleveland that Treasurer Axworthy nego- 
tiated $175,000 worth of city of Cleveland 
bonds in Boston, receiving the cash and 
then going to Montreal, it was learned that 
the last Cleveland loan was issued previous 
to September 28th, at which time Axworthy 
is reported to have visited New York. It is 
not believed that he came to Boston, This 
last loan was regularly made and taken by 
Blake Bros. & Co. The bonds were not 
hypothecated, and if Axworthy has the pro- 
ceeds the city will be the loser.
